CHAIRMAN OF SOCIETY 



The regular monthly meeting of the 
Society of Equity was held at Hardins- 
burg last Monday. There was a good 
attendance of members and tobacco 
growers. The meeting was lively from 
•tart to finish and reminded one of at 
old time political convention. The ab- 
sorbing question was the letting of the 
contract to finance, handle, store and 
•ell the ilKI; crop of tobacco. 

President Wilson called the meeting 
to order and said: "We are here this 
afternoon to consider two propositions 
for selling and storing the I9O7 crop 
of tobacco He referred to the last 
meeting, held in June in which a con. 
tract was submitted by lieard 6c Hens- 
ley This rontract was not satisfactory 
to all the members and to make it 
satisfactory a committee was appointed 
St that meeting to hunt up another con- 
tract and report to this meeting. The 
business of this meeting is to receive 
report of that committee. He advised 
harmony in thi# meeting. Those 
differ in theirviewson this matter should 
be fair and cotisidetale, be respectful, 
proceed in order and harmony; protect 
the organization; it i$ b'gger than any 
miin and shojld Be preserved. He 
then called for a report of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Shrewsbury, chairman of 
the committee, reported that the com- 
mittee went to Louisville and conferred 
with the Louisville Tobacco Warehouse 
Co. and was offered the same prop- 
osition they had last year. He said they 
agreed to allow the society to emplo; 
an expert bookkeeper to go over the 
books and allow the Society every oen 
of profit above selling fee He said h 
thought this a better contract thai 
Beard ■& Hcnsley's and advise] that i 
be accepted. Mr. Silas Miller, another 
member of the committee, ssld he was 
in favor of the Louisville contract. 

Mr. Sharp. District Organizer from 
Ohio countv, moved that all the reg- 
ularly appointed delegates be seated. 
Mr. Monarch offered a substitute to the 
motion giving all farmers and tobacco 
growers present a right to vote on 
proposition. Mr. Miller wanted 
know if the other vote was by delegates 
or by tobacco growers. 

The chairman overrulea the motion, 
saying tt was out of order, that this was 
not a delegate vote bnt a vote of the 
tobacco growers. Mr. Sharp took ex- 
ceptions to this ruling and said it was 
an Equity meeting and none bnt duly 
appointed delegates should be allowed 
to vote. Mr. Monarch contended that 
any tobacco grower bad a right to vote 
on the proposition. From this on the 
meeting got into a regular wrangle and 
some pretty hot words passed. The 
chairman rapped for order and after 
qqiet was restored the two contracts 
read and a vote taken which resulted 
in 45 for the Beard & Hensley contract 
and 50 for the Louisville contract. 
This concluded the business of the mass 

The chairman then called the regular 
meeting of the society to order and the 
delegates took their seats- Chairman 
Wilson offered his resignation as Pres- 
ident on account of his removal to the 
West. Mr. Shrewsbury was elected to 
fill his place, defeatfng John Monarch 
by one vote.

City Council Ignores Saloonists 
Demand For Relurn of 
Money Paid For Saloon 
Privileges. 



At the regular monthly meeting of 
the city council Monday night the for- 
mal demand made by Weisenberg & 
Mullen at a previous meeting for the re- 
turn of money paid into the city treas- 
ury for saloon privileges, received only 
passing notice. At the former meeting 
the matter was referred to the Finance 
Commiitee. The committee did not 
think the matter of sufficient import, 
ance to report upon it, and apparently 
this was the view taken by the council 
asa whole, as they passed the demand 
up as unworthy of notice. 

The demand was made by Messrs. 
Weisenburg Mullen through their 
attorney, Mr. Gus Brown, of Hardins- 
burg, who stated that it was only a for- 
mality previous to instituting civil pro- 
ceediags in the Circuit Court against 
the city. 

Messrs. Weisenburg Mullen ask 
for the return of fl,000 saloon pri 
leges for one year, claiming that by 
recent decision of the Court of Appeals 
they were forced to close their doors 
before the expiration of their license, 
and that the council is, therefore, ob- 
ligated for the return of the full amount 
paid for a year's privileges.

The law for registration certificates 
imposed on the State by the Democrat- 
ic party for immoral political purposes, 
whereby votes in Kentucky have be- 
come negotiable instruments passing 
by delivery, ought to be repealed. 

Third— The judiciary of the State, in 
both the Circuit and Appellate Courts, 
should be chosen on non-partisan 
grounds and the continuance in office of 
faithful judicial public servants should 
be determined by no other qualification 
than fitness. 

Fourth— There should be complete 
publicity concerning the expenditure of 
money for political campaigns and 
law should be passed providing for a 
counting by candidates aud campaign 
managers of all sums of money col- 
lected for political purposes. 

Fifth— We demand the redisricting 
of Kentucky in Legislative, Senatorial, 
Cuimiaailonal a,"d Judicial Districts, 
which shall give equal representation 
and equal voting power to every citi- 
zen of every district in conformity whi- 
ttle plain requirements of the Constitu- 
tion, and not as at present, in llagrant 
violation thereof. 

Sixth- There should be prompt ant 
efficient enforcement of the crimina 
lawl "t every kind, and at ali times, 
but especially at this time do we Cat 

ticc. in many communities, have gone 
practically unpunished. Election 
thieves, gamblers, poolroom operators 
and others who commit crimes in the 
interest of those controlling the local 
administration of some of our cities and 
counties, should be punished, and the 
juries should be so selected as to pre- 
vent the packing of juries for the pur- 
pose of securing verdicts in accordance 
with the wishes of those in whose hands 
the selection of the juries is placed, 
under whose control and direction they 
are selected. 

Seventh - We demand that the books, 
vouchers and accounts of all municipal- 
ities, all public officers and public insti- 
tutions supported by the State, coun- 
ties or cities, and of all corporations in 
which a city of the State owns the ma- 
jority interest, either directly or through 
subordinate corporations, trustees c 
commissioners, snail be open to inspei 
tion and investigation at all times t 
any citiien. and shall be regularly au< 
ited and the results pub.ished by an ii 
dependent accountant, who shall not be 
eligible to re-examine such books, 
vouchers or accounts twice in succes- 

Eighth— We demand a reform in thi 
management of our public eleemosy- 
nary and penal institutions, to the end 
that they shall be operated by bi-parti- 
san boards, upon proper business prin- 
ciples, and their inmates treated hu- 

Ninth- We favor the enactment and

law, with the county as the governing 

unit. 

Tenth— We demand that the public 
schools of the State shall be taken and 
kept entirely out of politics, and that 
the interests and welfare of the chil- 
dren shall have first consideration in all 
public school matters. 

We call for better schools and school 
houses, for longer school terms in the 
country and better pay for the teachers, 
and that elections for school trustees be 
had on different days from other elec- 
tions. 

Eleventh— We favor amendments to 
State laws permitting and encouraging 



joint nominations of the same candidate 
by the different parties. 

Twelfth— We condemn the law, 
passed for immoral political purposes 
creating the Racing Commission in 
Kentucky and demand its repeal. 

Thirteenth -We condemn the enact- 
ment by the Democratic party of a 
large number of obnoxious tax laws 
and the creation of useless offices as the 
reward of partisan service, and we 
promise, if given power, to repeal all 
such laws and reduce the tax to the 
lowest possible rate consistent with an 
efficient administration of the State 
Government. 

CONCLUSION. 

For years past the legislation enacted 
by the Democratic party and dictated 
by certain of its leaders, has not been 
for the benefit of the citizen, but of the 
officeholder. The chief aim of such 
legislation has been the continued hold- 
ing of office and the creation of new 
offices to be traded in as rewards for 
party service. 

The citizen is at last realizing, as 
never before, that the administration 
of public affairs is a business that comes 
close home to him: that such business 
must be honestly and etticientlv 1 
ducted, and that his ballot should not 
l>e cast a.i a matter of sentiment, but 
for that candidate or that party which 
shows the highest capacity for properly 
conducting the affairs of the State on 
strict business principles.
